A epeoial from the St, Lonis Republican gives 
tho following rathor atartling information ; Pro- 
sidont Clevoland'noithdr wished, nor-will accopt 
renomination. This will be atartling informa- 
tion to the country, astting aside the important 
question of a sovond term, now the subjéot of 
intoreated considerationin politinal ciroles every 
where. A corrospondent of the Ropublican 
has tho highest possible authority for tho atate- 
ment, howaver, and it can be dapondodt npon na 
strictly and entirely: true. It comes from tho 
President himself, who made a declaration to this 
offect on. Wodnoaday to o prominent Domocratio 
Senator from one of. the Western States, who is 
on-tarms of especial intimacy atthe White House, 

The President spoke with so much deliberate 
earnestness and such eludied emphasis that tho 
Senator with whom hewas talking is certain there 
ig mo ronson to question hia perfeot and ontiro 
sincerity, His manner no less than his words 
indicated that the declaration was simply the de- 
cision ofa firm resolntion which bad ‘réaulted 
frém-the careful consideration of all phasas of 


givon any intimation of his feolings to the repre: 
sentatices of the presa for the simple reason 
that he falt nothing he might say about not. 
wishing or being willing to take» ‘second term 
would be believed. - 

“T hardly expeot_auy body -to believe it,” he 
said, “ oxaept my wifo, but itia so, nevertheloss.”
